Whereupon 
it has been refolv’d here,to fend more Regular Forces 
Hungary. Monfeur Wackerbaert,King Auguftus 
of Poland’s Envoy, has defir’d the Emperor to give 
‘fim ‘a Declaration in writing againft the Election of 
‘she new King Scaniflaus By the Confederates at

the Swedith Envoy, follicits his Impefial Majetty to 
own the new King, promifing in that Cafe, on the 
part of the King of Sweden, that he thall enter into 
the Grand Alliance.
